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BYLAWS. 


ANNUAL   MEETING. 


Article  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  and 
election  of  Directors,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  in 
June  in  each  and  every  year,  at  the  office  of  the  Company,  in 
the  City  of  Chicago.  Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
meeting,  signed  by  the  President  or  Secretary,  shall  be  published 
in  two  of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  in 
one  of  the  daily  papers  published  in  the  city  of  New  York  and 
the  cities  of  Rockford  and  Galena  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  at 
least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting. 

At  the  annual  meeting  there  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  such  a 
number  of  Directors,  from  the  Stockholders,  as  shall  be,  or  may 
have  been  determined  by  said  Stockholders ;  and  such  other 
business  may  be  transacted  as  shall  be  brought  before  them, 
within  the  power  of  the  Company  and  the  Charter  thereof. 

The  proceedings  of  any  meeting  of  the  Stockholders  shall  be 
entered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Company,  in  the  records  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

OFFICERS  OF  THE  COMPANY. 

Article  2.  The  Officers  of  this  Company  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Superintendent,  Secretary,  Treasurer 
;md  Auditor.  The  President  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  from  their  body,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year. 
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He  shall  "be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board,  and  shall  hare 
such  powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be,  from  time  to 
time,  conferred  upon  him  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the 
Executive  Committee.  lie  shall  have  a  general  supervision  oi 
the  affaii-s  of  the  Company ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  as  chief 
Executive  Officer,  to  see  that  the  orders  and  resolutions  of  the 
Board  are  carried  into  effisct. 

Article  3.  A  Vice-President  shall  also  be  elected  at  the  same 
lime,  to  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  as  aforesaid.  In  case  of  the 
absence  of  the  President,  or  his  inability  from  any  cause,  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Vice-President  shall  be  invested 
with  all  the  power  and  authority  now,  or  hereafter,  vested  in 
the  President  in  virtue  of  the  Charter  and  By-Laws  of  this 
Company. 

In  the  abscBce  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  from 
any  meeting  of  the  Board,  or,  if  from  sickness,  or  from  any 
other  cause,  both  of  these  officers  shall  be  unable  to  perform 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  a  member  of  the  Board 
may  be  chosen  who,  for  the  time  being,  shall  execute  and  per- 
form the  duties  herein  imposed  upon  these  officers. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Article  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  SuperintendeLl  to 
exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  line  of  the  Road,  its 
Rolling  Stock,  buildings  and  grounds ;  and,  with  the  approbation 
of  the  President,  shall  appoint  all  persons  about  the  work  of  the 
Road  and  at  the  Stations  and  in  the  Shops,  or  on  the  Trains  of 
the  Company,  and  may  remove  them  at  pleasure  ;  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  from  time  to 
time  by  the  President  or  Board  of  Directors. 

DUTIES  OP  THE  SECRETARY. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  give  public 
notice  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Stockholders,  and  notify  the 
Directors  of  all  sjDecial  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall  attend 
all  meetings  of  the  Board,  if  practicable,  and  keep  a  true  and 
fair  record  of  their  proceedings  in  a  book  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose. He  shall  safely  keep  all  documents  and  papers  which  shall 
come  to  his  possession  as  Secretary.  He  shall  issue  his  warrant 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  all  properly  authenticated 
bills  and  accounts  against  the  Company,  but  shall,  in  no  other 


case,  unless  directed  by  the  President  or  Executive  Committee, 
in  writing,  to  be  duly  filed,  issue  any  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer 
for  the  payment  of  any  moneys  of  the  Company. 

He  shall  keep  the  general  books  of  the  Company  so  as  to  show 
a  true  condition  of  its  afiaii"s. 

He  shall,  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  prepare  and 
present  thereto,  a  docket,  or  memorandum  of  any  unfinished 
business  from  a  previous  meeting,  and  of  any  business  referred 
to  a  Committee,  giving  the  name  of  the  Chairman  thereof. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  TREASURER 

Akt.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  safely  keep 
and  account  for  all  moneys,  funds  and  pro})erty  of  the  Company, 
which  shall  come  to  his  hands,  and  render  such  accounts  and 
present  such  statements  to  the  Directors  or  Executive  Committee 
as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  required  of  him.  He  shall  pay  out 
any  moneys  in  his  hands,  belonging  to  the  Company,  only  upon 
the  order  or  warrant  of  the  Secretary,  or  upon  a  special  order  in 
writing  of  the  President  or  Executive  Committee,  or  by  a  vote 
of  the  Board.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  a  bond  to  the  Company 
in  a  penalty  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  oftice  ;  said  bond  to  be 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  AUDITOR. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  keep  such  a 
record  of  all  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer,  and  of  all  bills 
and  accounts  paid  by  the  w^arrants  of  the  Secretary  upon  the 
Treasurer,  as  will  enable  him  to  show  the  amount  of  cash  on 
hand,  and  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the  Secretary's  accounts  with 
the  Treasurer. 

He  shall  carefully  examine  all  bills  and  accounts  against  the 
Company,  vith  reference  to  kind,  quality  and  quantity  of  mate- 
rials and  conputations,  and  shall  audit  and  approve  the  same  if, 
in  his  opini:)n,  they  are  correct  and  proper,  and  have  been 
properly  certfied  by  the  oflicer  or  foreman  of  the  department  to 
which  they  belong. 

He  shall  act  as  an  assistant  to  the  Auditing  Committee  in  their 
monthly  examinations  of  vouchers  and  accounts. 

It  shall  also  be  his  duty  to  examine  and  measure  all  the  wood 


belonging  to  the  Company  at  tlie  several  stations  and  other 
points  on  the  road,  at  least,  once  in  three  months;  and  also  to 
examine  the  accounts  of  the  several  station  agents  and  other 
collecting  agents,  at  least,  once  in  two  months,  and  as  much 
oftener  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
Company;  and  in  case  of  any  delinqueccy,  to  report  at  once  to 
the  President. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  SECRETARY  AXD  TREASURER. 

Akt,  8.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer  shall  lay  before  i;.  a  general  statement  of  the 
business  of  the  Company,  and  also,  placed  under  appropriate 
heads,  the  amounts  of  money  paid  during  the  preceding  month, 
with  the  sums  paid  upon  each  account  respectively. 

EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Art.  9.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  annually  appoint  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  ibur  members  of  the  Board, 
of  which,  the  President  of  the  Company  shall  be  ex-officio 
Chairman. 

This  Committee  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the  duties  and 
powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  during  the  intervals  of  their 
meetings,  subject,  however,  to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  upon 
reporting  their  actings  and  doings,  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Board. 

AUDITING  COMMITTEE.  / 

Art.  10.  The  Board  shall  also  annually  apj^oint  an  Auditing 
Committee  to  consist  of  two  members.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  Committee,  at  the  end  of  every  month,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  the  accounts  are  written  np  and  closed,  to  examine  said 
accounts,  ascertaining  the  true  amount  earned  and  received, 
and  comparing  the  accounts  of  money  paid  with  the  Pay-RoUs 
and  vouchers  therefor;  and  should  any  errofs  be  found,  either 
in  the  receipts  or  payments,  which  cannot,  within  a  reasonable 
time,  be  corrected  by  any  officer,  agent  or  employes  committing 
the  same,  such  error  shall  be  reported  to  tlie  Board  for  their 
action  thereon.  And,  said  Committee  shall  also  report  to  the 
Board  all  cases,  where  in  their  opinion,  any  money  has  been 
improjjerly  paid  for  expenditures  not  authorized  by  the  Board. 

They  shall  receive  for  their  labors  such  compensation  as  the 
Board  from  time  to  time,  shall  fix  and  determine^ 
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MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Art.  2.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at 
the  office  of  the  Comijany  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  unless  other- 
Avise  directed,  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  every  month,  and  a 
majority  of  the  Directors  elected  shall  constitute  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  ;  but  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  a  quorum  shall  be  obtained. 

The  President  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  at  any  time  he  may  deem  it  necessary ;  and  upon  the 
written  application  of  any  three  members,  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  call  a  special  meeting.  For  all  meetings  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  tlie  Secretary  to  give  each  member  of  the  Board  a  written  or 
printed  notice  thereof,  at  least  one  day  before  the  meeting,  such 
notice  to  be  sent  to  each  member,  either  at  his  usual  place  of 
business  or  of  abode,  or  by  putting  the  same  in  the  Post  Office, 
du'ected  to  him  at  his  usual  place  of  residence. 

BUSINESS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

Art.  12.  The  order  of  business  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  be  as  follows: — 

1st.     Reading  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting. 

2nd.  Reading  and  consideration  of  communications  to  the 
Board. 

3d.     Reports  from  Standing  or  Special  Committees. 

4th.    Reports  from  the  officers  of  the  Company. 

5th.     The  consideration  of  any  other  business  of  the  Company.. 

VACANCIES. 

Art.  13.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  by  the  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise,  of  a  Director,  the  remaining  Directors  shall, 
at  the  next  or  any  other  regular  meeting,  fill  the  vacancy  by  the 
election  of  a  stockholder,  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation 
of  any  officer  of  the  Company,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
at  the  time  aforesaid. 

TRANSFER  OF  STOCK. 

Art.  14.  The  Secretary  of  the  Company  shall  keep  the  Stock 
accounts  and  books  for  the  transfer  of  any  and  all  Stock,  upon 
which  transfers  may  be  made  by  any  Stockholder  or  Stock- 
holders, or  his  or  their  attorney,  duly  constituted  in  AVTiting,  and 
sliall  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  the  proper  parties,  signed  by 
the  President  and  Secretary,  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer, 
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who  shall  in  no  case  countersign  said  certificates  until  the  former 
certificates  shall  have  been  delivered  to  him  for  cancellation. 

The  American  Exchange  Bank,  as  transfer  agents  of  this 
Company,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  is  also  authorized  to  transfer 
any  or  all  of  the  Stock  of  this  Company,  in  the  manner  fohowing : 

Bound  books  of  certificates  of  Stock,  signed  in  blank  by  the 
President  and  Secretary,  shall  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the 
President  or  Cashier  of  said  Bank,  such  certificates  to  be  of  the 
form  and  tenor  of  those  now  in  use  at  said  Bank.  All  transfers 
of  stock  in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  made  by  the  owner 
and  holder  thereof  in  person,  or  by  his  Attorney  duly  authorized, 
and  old  certificates  surrendered  and  canceled  for  a  like  amount. 
A  memorandum  of  such  cancelment  and  transfer  shall  be  indorsed 
upon  the  surrendered  certificates,  which  certificates  shall  then 
be  presented  to  the  President  or  Cashier  of  the  American 
Exchange  Bank,  who  shall  issue  to  the  purchaser  or  grantee  a  new 
certificate  for  an  equal  number  of  shares,  from  the  aforesaid  book 
of  blank  certificates,  signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary, 
kept  under  their  particular  charge.  The  new  certificates  so 
issued  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  President  or  Cashier  of  said 
Bank,  and  the  transfer  Clerk  before  delivery. 

A  report  of  all  transfers,  accompanied  by  the  canceled  certifi- 
cates as  vouchers,  shall  be  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
pany at  Chicago,  monthly,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of 
each  month. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Akt.  15.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  appoint  all  the  ofiicers 
and  agents  of  this  Company,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
may  remove  them  at  pleasure,  and  shall  prescribe  their  compen- 
sation. 

Art.  16.  No  ofiicer  or  employee  shall  engage  in  any  other 
occupation,  service  or  business  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  unless 
by  express  permission  of  the  Board,  to  be  entered  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  thereof. 

Art.  17.  All  bonds  of  the  Company  shall  be  signed  by  the 
President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  corporate 
seal  of  said  Company  afiixed  thereto.  All  coupons  attached  to 
such  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer.  All  notes  of  the 
Company  shall  be  signed  by  the  President,  and  countersigned 
by  the  Treasurer,  and  all  contracts  shall  be  signed  or  approved 
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by  tlie  President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  tlie  Board,  except 
contracts  for  supplies,  -vvliich  shall  be  signed  or  approved  by  the 
Superintendent,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  A  brief  report  of 
each  contract,  signed  or  approved  by  the  President,  shall  be 
presented  by  him  at  each  regular  nieeting  of  the  Board. 

Art.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pi-esident,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  to  make  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  full  reports  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  their  respective  offices,  annually,  which 
shall  be  made  up  to  the  3d  day  of  December  in  each  year,  and 
presented  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  thereafter. 

Akt.  19.  All  propositions  or  resolutions  for  the  action  of  the 
Board  and  all  rejjorts  of  Committees,  shall  be  presented  in 
writing. 

Art.  20.  No  person  holding  an  office  by  the  appointment  of 
the  Board,  shall  be  eligible  to  act  as  Attorney  or  proxy  for  any 
person  holding  stock  of  this  Company,  to  vote  at  any  annual  er 
special  meeting  of  Stockholders,  as  provided  in  Article  1st  of 
these  By-Laws ;  Frovided,  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  any  of 
the  Directors  of  this  Company. 

Art.  21.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  whole  number  of  members  elected,  in  favor  of 
such  alterations  or  amendments. 
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AK  ACT  to   Incorporate   the    Galena  and    Chicago    Vnion 
Railroad  Company^  Approved  January  16,  1836. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois^ 
represented  in  the  Genercd  Assembly ^  Tliat  all  siich  persons  as 
shall  become  Stockholders,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  in  the  Corporation  hereby  created,  shall  be,  and  for  the  term 
of  sixty  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall 
continue  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the 
"  Galena  and  Chicago  Union  Railroad  Co3ipant,"  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  succession  for  the  term  of  years  above 
specified,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  complain  and  defend,  in  any 
Court  of  Law  or  Equity,  may  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  may  make  by-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations for  the  management  of  property,  the  regulation  of  its 
affairs,  and  for  the  transfer  of  its  stock,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
existing  laws,  and  the  constitution  of  this  State  and  of  the 
United  States,  and  may  moreover  appoint  sitch  subordinate 
agents,  officers  and  servants,  as  the  business  of  the  said  Corpo- 
ration may  require,  and  allow  to  them  a  suitable  compensation, 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  require  bond  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance thereof,  in  such  penal  sums,  and  with  such  sureties  as 
they  may  choose,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  during  the 
pleasure  of  a  majority  of  the  directors  of  the  said  Corporation. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  constructy 
and  during  its  continuance  to  maintain  and  contintie  a  Railroad,, 
with  a  single  or  double  track,  and  with  such  appendages  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  convenient  use  of  the  same,  from 
the  towm  of  Galena,  in  the  county  of  Jo  Daviess,  to  such  point  at 
the  town  of  Chicago  as  shall  be  determined,  after  a  survey  shall 
have  been  made  of  the  route,  to  be  the  most  eligible,  proper, 
direct  and  convenient  therefor. 

Sec.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  deemed  personal 
property,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each.  The  capital  stock  of  said  Corporation  may,  at  any  time 
hereafter,  be  increased  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  million  of 
dollars,  if  the  same  shall  be  judged  necessary  to  the  completion 
of  the  said  work,  and  the  same  shall  be  subscribed  for  and  taken 
under  the  direction  of  the  Directors  of  the  said  Corporation, 
wherever  they  shall  direct  one  or  more  books  to  be  opened  for 
such  i:)urpose,  and  shall  be  subscribed  and  taken  in  such  manner 
as  the  Directors  of  the  said  Corporation  for  that  purpose  shall 
order  and  appoint. 

Sec.  4.  That  William  Bennet,  Thomas  Drummond,  J.  C. 
Goodhue,  Peter  Semple,  J.  W.  Turner,  E.  D.  Taylor,  and  J.  B, 
Thomas,  Jr.,  shall  be  Commissioners  for  securing  subscriptions  to 
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the  capital  stock  of  said  Corporation,  who  sliall  give  notice 
within  twelve  months  after  the  passage  of  tliis  act,  of  the  time 
and  phace  where  books  will  be  oj)enod  at  Galena  and  Chicago, 
and  such  other  places  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  in  some 
public  newspaper  printed  at  the  said  places,  at  least  thirty  days 
previous  to  the  opening  such  books,  for  the  receiving  subscrip- 
tions to  tlie  capital  stock  of  said  corporation. 

Tbe  majority  of  the  Commissioners  shall  attend  at  the  place 
appointed  by  such  notice,  for  the  o})eningof  said  books,  and  shall 
continue  to  receive  such  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
Cori)oration,  from  all  persons  who  will  subscribe  thereto,  until 
the  whole  amount  thereof  shall  have  been  subscribed,  when  the 
stiid  books  shall  be  closed.  Each  subscril)er,  at  the  time  of 
subscribing,  shall  pay  to  the  Commissioners  one  dollar  on  each 
share  of  the  stock  subscribed  for  by  him,  and  the  said  Commis- 
sioners shall,  as  soon  as  the  Directors  are  elected,  deliver  to  them 
the  whole  amount  so  received. 

Sec.  5.  The  afiairs  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  managed  by  a 
Board  of  seven  Directors,  to  be  annually  chosen  by  the  stock- 
holders, from  among  themselves,  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  the 
stock  has  been  subscribed.  The  Commissioners  shall  give  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  at  which  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  will 
be  held  for  the  choice  of  Directors.  And  at  such  time  and  place 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  the  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  attend  and  act  as  inspectors  of  said  election;  and  the 
stockholders  present  shall  proceed  to  elect  their  Directors  by 
ballot,  and  the  Commissioners  present  shall  certify  the  result  of 
such  election,  under  their  hands,  which  certificate  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  books  of  the  Corporation,  and  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  election  of  the  Directors  therein  named. 

All  future  elections  shall  be  held  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  said  Corporation. 
Each  stockholder  shall  be  allowed  as  many  votes  as  he  owns 
shares  at  the  commencement  of  such  election,  and  a  plurality  of 
votes  shall  determine  the  choice  ;  but  no  stockholder  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  any  election  after  the  first,  for  any  stock 
which  shall  have  been  assigned  to  him  within  thirty  days  2)revious 
to  holding  such  election. 

The  said  Directors  shall  bold  their  offices  for  one  year  after 
their  election,  and  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  President  of 
the  said  Board. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  Corporation  is  authorized  to  construct,  make 
and  use  a  single  or  double  railroad  or  way,  of  suitable  width  and 
dimensions,  to  be  determined  by  the  said  Corporation,  on  the 
line,  course  or  way  which  may  be  designated  and  selected  by  the 
Directors,  as  the  line,  course  or  way  whereon  to  construct  and 
make  the  same;  and  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  time  and 
manner  in  which  goods,  effects  and  passengers  shall  be 
transported,  taken  and  carried  on  the  same  ;  and  to  prescribe  the 
manner  in  which  the  said  Railroad  shall  be  used ;  by  what  force 
the  carriages  to  be  used  thereon  may  be  propelled;  and  the  rate 
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of  toll  for  transportation  of  persons  or  property  thereon  ;•  and" 
shall  have  power  to  erect  and  maintain  houses,  toll-gates  and 
other  buildings  for  the  accommodation  and  management  of  the 
said  road,  and  transport  thereon  as  may  be  deemed  suitable  ta 
their  interest.  And  they  may  also  construct,  maintain  and  use 
such  other  lateral  routes  as  may  be  deemed  advantageous,  and, 
expedient,  and  necessary,  under  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
as  by  this  act  is  provided  for  the  constructing  of  the  main  route. 
And  it  shall  be  lawful,  also,  for  the  said  Corporation  to  unite 
with  any  other  Railroad  Company  already  incorporated,  or  which 
may  be  incorporated  upon  any  part  of  said  road,  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Directors  of  said  Companies  ;  and 
also,  to  construct  such  other  and  lateral  routes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  connect  them  with  any  other  route  or  routes  which 
iilay  be  deemed  expedient. 

Sec.  1.  [Authorizes  the  Company  to  build  a  Turnpike  Road  in' 
lieu  of  a  Railroad.] 

Secs.  8  and  9.  [Provide  for  toll  rates  and  the  appointment  of 
toll  gatherers.] 

Sec.  10.  As  soon  as  any  five  miles  of  the  Turnpike  road  shall 
be  completed,  said  Corporation  may  erect  gates  thereon,  and 
collect  the  toll  allowed  by  this  act.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  Corporation,  when  said  road  shall  have  been  completed, 
to  keep  it  in  good  repair ;  and  whenever,  from  any  cause 
whatever,  the  same  shall  become  injured,  the  said  Corporation 
shall  immediately  proceed  to  repair  the  same.  And  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  Corporation  to  commence  the  construction  of 
the  said  Railroad,  or  way,  or  Turnjjike,  at  such  points,  on  any 
part  of  the  aforesaid  route,  or  routes  herein  before  described,  as 
in  its  judgment  it  may  appear  expedient  and'  proper.  Said' 
Corporation  are  authorized  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money  which 
may  in  their  discretion  be  deemed  necessary,  not  exceeding  its 
capital  stock,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  said  roads  ;  and  if 
it  shall  at  any  time  appear  to  the  said  Corporation,  that  any  part 
thereof,  or  any  surplus  funds,  are  not  necessary  to  be  retained, 
the  same  may  be  loaned  on  such  terms  as  the  Directors  of  the 
said  Corporation  may  d'eem  proper ;  not,  however,  at  a 
higher  rate  of  interest  than  that  now  allowed  by  the  laws  of  this 
State. 

Sec,  11.  In  case  the  Corporation  shall  not  be  able  to  acquire 
the  title  to  the  lands  through  which  the  said  road  shall  be  laid, 
by  purchase  or  voluntary  cession,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
Corporation  to  appropriate  so  much  of  said  lands  as  may  be 
necessary  for  its  own  use,  for  the  pui-poses  contemplated  by  this 
act,  on  complying  Avith  the  provisions  of  the  six  following 
sections : 

Sec.  12.  The  Directors  may  present  a  petition  to  the  Judge  of 
the  Circuit  Court  of  the  County  in  Avhich  the  said  land  may  be 
situate,  setting  forth,  by  some  proper  description,  the  lands  which 
are  wanted  for  the  construction  of  said  Railroad,  or  Turnpike,  or 
the  appendages  thereto  ;  and>the  names  of  the  owners  tliereofj,  ii' 
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known,  distinguishing,  with  convenient  certainty,  if  it  can  be 
done,  the  parcels  chaimed  in  severalty  by  the  respective  owners, 
and  praying  for  the  appointment  of  appraisers  to  assess  the 
damages  which  the  owners  of  said  land  will  severally  sustain  by 
reason  of  the  appropriation  thereof  by  the  said  Corporation  to  its 
own  use. 

Sec.  13.  On  the  presentment  of  such  petition,  said  Circuit 
Judge  shall  appoint  a  day  for  the  hearing  of  the  parties  in 
interest,  and  shall  direct  sucli  notice  as  he  shall  deem  reasonable, 
to  be  given  of  the  tune  and  place  of  hearing  ;  and  in  case  it  shall 
appear  that  any  of  the  owners  of  said  lands  is  ^femme  covert^ 
an  infant,  or  insane,  or  otherwise  incompetent  to  take  proper  care 
of  his  or  lier  interest,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Judge  to  appoint 
some  discreet  and  reputable  person  to  act  in  the  premises,  in  his 
or  her  behalf. 

Sec.  14.  At  the  time  appointed  for  such  hearing,  the  said 
Judge  shall  appoint  three  disinterested  persons,  freeholders, 
residents  of  the  county  in  which  said  lands  may  lie,  for  the 
purpose  of  assessing  such  damages,  and  in  the  order  in  which 
they  were  appointed,  shall  direct  and  specify  what  lands  are 
proposed  to  be  appropriated  and  occupied  by  the  said  Corpo- 
ration, for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  15.  Said  appraisers,  after  being  duly  sworn  before  some 
officer  properly  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  honestly  and 
impartially  to  assess  such  damages,  shall  proceed,  by  viewing 
said  lands,  and  by  such  other  evidence  as  the  parties  may 
produce  before  them,  to  ascertain  and  assess  the  daniages  which 
each  individual  owner  will  sustain  by  the  appropriation  of  his 
lands,  for  the  use  or  accommodation  of  such  Railroad  or 
Turnpike,  or  their  appendages. 

Sec.  10.  The  said  appraisers  shall  make  a  report  to  the  said 
Judge,  in  writing,  under  their  hands,  reciting  the  order  for  their 
appointment,  and  specifying  the  several  parcels  described  therein, 
with  all  necessary  certainty,  the  names  of  the  owners  of  the 
respective  parcels,  if  known,  and  if  not  known,  stating  the  fact, 
and  specifying  also  the  damages  which  the  owners  of  the  said 
respective  parcels  will  sustain  by  reason  of  the  appropriation  of 
the  same,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid;  and  in  case  either  of  the 
parties  are  dissatisfied  with  the  assessment,  the  said  Judge  may, 
on  the  hearing  of  the  parties  and  interest,  modify  the  assessment 
as  to  him  shall  appear  just. 

Sec.  17.  On  the  payment  of  the  damages  thus  assessed, 
together  with  the  expenses  of  assessment,  as  the  same  shall  be 
settled  by  said  Judge,  or  on  depositing  the  amount  thereof  for  the 
use  of  such  owners,  in  such  bank  or  monied  incorporation  as  the 
said  Judge  shall  direct,  the  said  corporation  shall  immediately 
become  entitled  to  the  use  of  said  lands  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid  ;  and  the  report  of  the  said  appraisers,  with  the  order 
of  said  Judge,  modifying  the  same,  if  the  same  shall  have  been 
modified,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  the 
County  in  which  said  lands  shall  be  situate,  in  the  same  manner 
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and  the  like  effect  as  Deeds  are  recorded,  without  any  other 
proof  than  the  cerlificate  of  the  said  Judge,  that  the  report  is 
genuine. 

Sec.  18.  And  when  the  said  order  shall  have  been  so  recorded 
as  aforesaid,  the  said  Corporation  shall  be  seized  and  possessed 
of  such  laud  or  real  estate,  and  may  enter  upon  and  take 
possession,  and  use  the  same  for  the  purpose  herein  before 
recited. 

Sec.  19.  Said  Corporation  shall  be  bound  to  repair  all  Public 
Highways,  Bridges,  and  Water  Courses,  which  may  be  injured 
in  constructing  said  Railroad,  or  its  appendages ;  and  shall 
restore  them,  so  far  as  practicable,  to  as  good  a  condition  as  they 
were  before  they  were  injured. 

Sec.  20.  The  said  Corporation  shall  be  allowed  three  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  for  the  commencement  of  the 
construction  of  the  said  Railroad  and  Turnpike  ;  and  in  case  the 
same  shall  not  be  completed  within  ten  years  thereafter,  the 
privileges  herein  granted  shall  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  21.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  injure  said  Road  or 
any  of  the  appendages  thereto,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  forfeit  to  the  use  of  the  Corporation  a 
sum  equal  to  three  times  the  amoimt  of  damages  occasioned  by 
such  injury;  to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  the  name  of 
such  Corporation,  in  an  action  of  debt,  before  any  Court  having 
cognizance  thereof,  or  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  in  the 
county  where  such  injury  or  offence  may  have  been  committed. 

Sec.  22.  This  act  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  a  public  act, 
and  shall  be  construed  beneficially  for  all  purposes  herein 
specified  or  intended  ;  and  all  copies  thereof,  printed  by  or  under 
the  direction  of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  State,  shall  be 
received  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever  in  said  State,  as 
sufficient  evidence  thereof,  without  further  proof.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois-^ 
represented  in  the  General  Assembly,  That  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Galena  and  Chicago  Union  Raih-oad  Company- 
shall  hereafter  consist  of  such  number  of  Directors  as  shall  be 
determined  upon  from  time  to  time  by  the  Stockholders  of  said 
Company,  at  any  meeting  thereof  for  the  choice  of  Directors  j 
Provided,  That  such  number  shall  not  be  less  than  seven,  nor

CHAPTER  IV. 

"  Of  the  Common  Comicil ;  its  general  powers  and  duties."     Art. 
IV.,  Sec.  49,  p.  24  of  the  Municipal  Laws, 

"To  regulate  and  prohibit  the  use  of  locomotive  engines 
within  the  city,  and  may  require  the  cars  to  be  used  thereon, 
within  the  inhabited  portion  thereof,  to  be  drawn  or  propelled 
by  other  power  than  steam ;  to  direct  and  control  the  location  of 
railroad  tracks  and  depot  grounds,  and  prohibit  railroad  com- 
panies from  doing  storage  and  warehouse  busiiiess,  or  collecting 
pay  for  storage." 
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CHAPTER  XLIX. 

Page  341  of  Municipal  Laws  of  the  City  of  Chicago. — Raih-oacl9, 

AN"  ORDINANCE  concerning  the  Galena  and  Chicago 
Union  liailroad. 

Sec.  1.  He  it  Ordained  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago^  That  permission  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the 
Galena  and  Cliicago  Union  Railroad  Company  to  introduce  their 
road  into  the  City  on  the  line  of  Kinzie  street,  commencing  at  the 
West  bounds  of  the  City,  and  extending  to  the  Nortli  Branch  of 
the  Chicago  River,  and  to  occupy  so  much  of  said  street  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining,  using 
and  occupying  a  single  or  double  railroad  track  tlirough  said 
street,  with  such  turn-outs,  turn-tables  and  branches  extending 
to  adjoining  lands  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  the  successful 
use  and  occupation  of  said  road  :  Provided,  The  space  occupied 
by  said  road,  except  where  turn-outs,  turn-tables  and  branches 
occur,  does  not  exceed  twenty-two  feet  in  width  of  the  centre  of 
said  street :  And  Provided,  said  work  be  so  constructed  that 
carriages  may  pass  along  either  side  of  said  road,  and  may 
conveniently  cross  the  same :  And  Provided,  Also,  The  Common 
Council  reserve  to  itself  the  right  to  regulate  running  of 
locomotives  on  said  road  within  the  limits  of  the  City. 

Sec,  2.  Said  Company  may  also  construct  and  nse  a 
temporary  track  or  branch  from  Kinzie  street  to  Fulton  street, 
and  occupy  such  portion  of  Fulton  street  and  the  streets  between 
Kinzie  and  Fulton  streets,  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose, 
and  terminate  the  same  at  or  near  the  junction  of  Fulton  street 
with  the  North  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River:  Provided,  That 
sufficient  room  be  left  for  the  free  passage  of  carriages  along  said 
street,  and  convenient  crossings  be  made  Avhcre  the  said  track 
crosses  the  line  of  streets :  And  Provided  Also,  That  said 
Company  bind  itself  to  remove  said  temjiorary  track  when  the 
Common  Council  shall  so  direct. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Company  may  lay  down,  maintain,  use  and  occupy 
a  single  or  double  railroad  track,  with  suitable  turn-outs  and  turn- 
tables, on  the  most  suitable  route  from  Kinzie  street,  at  or  near 
the  North  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River,  to  tlie  proposed  new 
street,  or  proposed  new  location  of  Nortli  Water  street,  proposed 
to  be  established  about  where  the  alley  between  Kinzie  and 
North  Water  streets  now  is,  and  may  extend  the  same  along  said 
proposed  new  street,  when  laid  out,  to  Wolcott  street ;  or  if  said 
new  street  shall  be  extended  through  block  two,  in  Kinzie's 
addition,  to  North  Water  street,  may  extend  said  single  or 
double  track,  if  they  shall  elect  to  do  so,  on  said  new  street,  when 
extended  to  iS^orth  Water  street,  and  thence  along  North  Water 
street,  part  of  the  way  or  all  of  the  way  to  the  east  limits  of  the 
City ;  or  said  Company  may  occupy  the  alley  througli  block  two, 
in  Kinzie's  addition,  from  Wolcott  to  Kinzie  street,  with  their 
railroad  track  as  aforesaid,  and  extend  it  thence  along  Kinzie 
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street  to  North  Water  street,  and  thence  across  or  along  said 
North  Water  street,  all  of  the  way  or  part  of  the  way  to  the  East 
Imiits  of  the  City  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  hoicever,  That  the  said 
railroad  track  or  tracks  shall  be  located  in  said  streets  in  such 
manner  as  the  Common  Council  may  hereafter  direct. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Company  may  construct  a  railroad  draw-bridge 
over  the  North  Branch  of  the  Chicago  River,  on  or  near  the  line 
of  Kinzie  street,  or  the  street  about  to  be  laid  out  between  Kinzie 
and  North  Water  streets. 

Passed,  July  17, 1848. 


AN  ORDUsFANCE  Supplemental  to  all  Ordinances  con- 
cerning Rail  Roads.  *  Page  363,  of  Municipal  laws  of  the 
City  of  Chicago. 

Sec.  1.  Re  it  Ordained  by  the  Common  Conncil  of  the  City 
of  Chicago,  That  no  locomotive  engine,  I'ailroad  passenger  car 
or  freight  car  shall  be  driven,  propelled  or  run  upon  or  along 
any  railroad  track  within  said  city,  north  of  the  centre  of  South 
street,  nor  north  of  a  line  extending  east  from  the  said  centre  to 
Lake  Michigan,  and  extending  west  from  said  centre  to  Reuben 
street,  in  the  West  Division  of  said  city,  nor  east  from  the  centre 
of  said  Reuben  street,  nor  south  of  the  old  North  city  line,  at  a 
greater  speed  than  the  rate  of  six  miles  per  hour. 

Sec.  2.  That  no  railroad  company,  railroad  engineer  or  train 
conductor,  or  other  person,  shall  cause  or  allow  any  locomotive 
engine,  railroad  passenger  car  or  freight  car,  or  other  railroad 
car,  to  stop  in  or  remain  upon  any  part  of  any  street  or  cross 
streets  within  said  City  and  limits  in  the  preceding  section 
specified,  longer  than  five  minutes  at  any  one  time,  and  then  only 
when  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  prevent  accidents,  except  in 
case  of  accident,  or  to  avoid  injury  to  persons  or  property,  or 
when  a  passenger  train  shall  have  reached  its  station,  and  then 
only  for  a  sufficient  time  to  discharge  passengers  and  remove  the 
train,  not  to  exceed  thirty  minutes,  and  the  last  named  i>rovision 
to  have  application  to  passenger  cars  only. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  railroad  locomotive  or  train  of  cars  shall  be 
permitted  to  occupy  any  street  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  longer 
than  five  minutes  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  a  train,  at  any 
one  time ;  and  no  freight  or  passenger  car  shall  remain  upon  the 
streets,  within  the  limits  aforesaid,  except  while  the  same  is 
being  loaded  or  unloaded  upon  side-tracks  constructed  for  the 
purpose,  in  front  of,  or  opposite,  or  near  some  freight  or 
w^arehouse,  and  the  permit  of  the  owner  of  such  warehouse  shall 
be  obtained  and  one  permit  to  be  sufficient  for  the  term  of  one 
year. 

Sec.  4.  Every  locomotive  engine,  railroad  car  or  train  of  cars, 
running  in  the  night  time,  on  any  railroad  track  in  said  City 
within  the  limits  in  the  said  first  section  specified,  shall  have  and

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keep,  while  so  rnnnino;,  a  brilliant  and  conspicuous  light  on  tlic 
advancing  end  of  such  locomotive  engine,  car  or  train  of  cars. 

Sec.  5.  No  company,  corporation,  or  person  shall  be  allowed 
to  deposit  or  place  in  the  street  within  the  limits  aforesaid  any 
lumber  or  other  material,  nor  shall  they  load  any  car  from  the 
street  with  any  material  deposited  there. 

Sec.  6.  The  whistle  of  any  locomotive  engine  shall  not  be- 
sounded  in  said  City  within  the  limits  in  the  said  first  section 
specified,  except  as  a  necessary  signal  to  avoid  accident. 

Sec.  Y.  The  bell  of  each  locomotive  engine  shall  be  rung 
continually  while  in  motion  Avithin  the  limits  as  specified  in 
section  nmnber  one. 

Sec.  8.  Each  railroad  company  running  on  any  railroad  within 
said  City,  shall  erect  at  the  entrance  of  such  railroad  within  the 
limits  aforesaid,  a  sign  board,  having  thereoa  the  Avords,  "  sto2> 
speed,'''' '■'' ring  the  bell,''''  legibly  printed  thereon,  and  keep  the 
same  so  erected. 

Sec.  9.  That  each  superintendent  of  any  railroad  shall  furnish 
each  engineer  and  train  conductor  of  any  railroad  company,  on 
running  within  the  limits  specified  in  said  first  section,  a  certified 
or  printed  copy  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall  moi'cover  furnish  to 
any  ofiicer  of  said  City  applying  therefor,  the  name  of  any  person 
in  the  employment  of  said  railroad  company,  Avho  shall  have  been, 
charged  Avith  having  A'iolated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  on  failing  so  to  do,  said  company  shall  be 
amenable  to  the  fines  fixed  by  this  ordinance  for  any  violation 
thereof. 

Sec.  10.*  Any  railroad  corporation,  railroatl  company,  railroad 
engineer,  train  conductor  or  person  A'iolating  or  failing  to  observe 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  for  each  violation 
or  failure  to  observe  the  same,  be  fined  in  a  sura  not  exceeding 
one  humlred  dollars  nor  less  than  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
before  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction.

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  CONDUCTORS  AND  ENGINEERS 
FOR  RUNNING  TRAINS. 


1.  The  clock  in  the  office  at  Chicago,  is  the  time  by  which  the 
trains  are  to  be  run,  and  with  which  conductors  and  engineers 
should  daily  compare  their  watches. 

2.  Trains  are  to  be  run  under  the  direction  of  the  conductor, 
excejit  when  his  directions  conflict  with  these  rules,  or  involve 
risk  or  hazard ;  in  which  case  the  engineer  has  a  right  to  take 
exceptions,  and  to  be  consulted  by  the  conductor,  as  both  will 
be  held  alike  accountable.  Carefulness  is  earnestly  enjoined; 
differences  of  opinion  will  therefore  always  be  settled  by  taking 
the  safe  side  in  case  of  the  least  uncertainty. 

3.  Engineers  will  run  as  near  to  the  card  time  as  possible,  and 
under  no  circumstances  leave  a  station  earlier  than  the  card  time, 
nor  start  or  back  their  trains  until  they  are  sure  all  is  right,  and 
are  so  directed  by  the  conductor.  When  a  train  is  behind  its 
time  the  stops  should  be  as  few  and  as  short  as  possible. 

4.  Passenger  trains  will  not  wait  for  freight  or  irregular  trains ; 
these  must  be  kept  out  of  the  way  of  regular  passenger  trains 
running  in  opposite  directions,  and  never,  in  any  case,  run  on 
their  time. 

5.  Trains  of  a  class  will  start  on  their  time  from  the  end  of 
the  roads,  (Freeport  excepted,)  although  a  train  may  be  due  from 
the  ojiposite  direction.  All  westward  bound  trains  (trains  from 
Chicago,)  have  the  RIGHT  TO  THE  ROAD  against  all  east- 
ward bound  trains,  for  oke  half  hour  after  their  own  time, 
at  any  station,  per  table.  After  that  half  hour  the  right  of  the 
road  belongs  to  the  eastward  txd.m^\  after  passing  the  delayed 
train,  it  can  make  up  what  time  it  can  safely,  but  must  keep  this 
half  hour  behind  its  own  time  until  the  delayed  train  is  met.  It 
must  be  clearly  understood  that  this  eastward  train,  which,  after  a 
half  hour's  delay,  is  entitled  to  the  road,  has  not  acquired  this 
right  against  any  other  train  than  the  one  that  was  the  cause  of 
the  delay.  This  rule  is  not  intended  to  give  any  rights  to  a  train 
of  an  inferior  class  against  a  train  of  a  superior  class  /  but  it 
is  only  to  affect  the  trains  of  the  same  class  in  regard  to  each 
other. 

6.  All  trains  going  Westward  from  the  Junction,  (end  of 
Double  track),  will,  before  proceeding,  ascertain  from  the  "Re- 
gistry of  Trains"  whether  all  trains  due  from  the  West  have 
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arrived  there,  and  not  proceed  until  tliey  have  .1  riglit  to  the 
tracks  as  per  Rule  Xo.  5. 

All  trains  going  eastward  from  the  Junction,  tJiat  are  not  on 
time,  must,  before  proceeding,  ascertain  whether  any  train  has 
preceded  them,  on  their  time  or  otherwise  ;  and  if  so,  the  train 
following  nn;st  proceed  with  extreme  caution ;  and  the  forward 
train,  if  of  an  inferior  class,  must  take  first  side  track  on  the 
approach  of  the  superior  train,  and  let  it  pass. 

Rule  No.  10  will  he  strictly  observed  on  the  DoubleTrack. 

7.  No  train,  having  the  right  to  the  road,  must  leave  any 
station  where  by  the  time  table  it  should  pass  a  train  till  riv35 
minutes  after  its  time,  per  table  ;  and  this  FIVE  MINUTES 
ALLOWED  FOR  SAFETY,  must  operate  at  every  succeeding 
station,  till  it  sliall  have  passed  the  expected  train.  This  rule 
operates  as  well  when  a  train  acquires  a  right  to  proceed  after 
waiting  its  half  hour,  as  in  other  cases. 

8.  NO  TRAIN  SHALL  PROCEED  TOWARDS  A  STA- 
TION where  it  expects  to  pass  a  train  having  the  right  to  the 
road,  unless  it  has  ample  time  to  arrive  at  the  station  strictly  at 
or  before  the  time,  per  time  table,  for  the  latter  train  to  leave  that 
station. 

9.  Westward  lioimd  trains  of  the  same  class,  are  entitled  to 
the  main  track  at  the  turn-outs,  but  will  take  the  side  track  when 
arriving  in  time  to  do  so,  if  it  is  known  that  a  train  has  to  be 
passed  at  such  station,  except  at  side  tracks  having  but  one 
opening,  when  the  train  will  enter  which  can  do  so  head  first. 

10.  In  case  of  any  detention,  a  man  must  be  sent  at  least  one 
hundred  rods  backward  and  forward,  to  warn  any  approaching 
train  until  the  danger  is  over.  In  the  night  this  must  be  done  by 
swinging  a  lantern  across  the  track. 

11.  Engineers  cannot  be  too  particular  in  observing  any 
signals  which  may  indicate  danger. 

12.  Trains  running  at  night  must  have  a  good  light  forward  on 
the  engine,  and  a  red  light  behind  to  warn  any  train  that  may 
follow.  Whenever  an  extra  train  or  engine  is  to-  follow  another, 
notice  thereof  must  be  given  to  the  forward  train,  and  the 
general  rules  strictly  observed. 

18.  A  red  flag  or  a  red  lantern  on  an  engine,  denotes  a  train 
following  which  must  be  waited  for  indefinitely,  unless  its  position 
is  positively  known. 
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14.  Conductors  of  trains  will  in  no  case,  by  telegrapli  or  othef- 
%\rise,  make  arrangements  for  the  meeting  or  passing  of  trains, 
Unless  it  becomes  necessary  from  an  accident,  and  then  only 
when  they  have  positive  information  as  to  the  condition  of  trains 
on  the  track,  and  are  nuable  to  communicate  "With  the  Superin- 
tendent, 

15.  Conductors  will  always  bring  their  train  to  a  dead  stop  to 
take  up  or  leave  passengers.  If  the  train  runs  by  a  station,  they 
will  ^ick  np,   if  the    convenience    of  the   passenge;:s-4:equires.

Z:::>A6.  Conductors  will  act  as  brakemen  when  circumstances 
require.  It  is  their  especial  duty  to  do  anything  for  the  safety 
and  comfort  of  their  passengers.  They  will  observe  the  rules 
strictly,  as  to  free  passengers — in  that  they  are  not  permitted  to 
•exercise  any  discretion. 

17.  Conductors  are  required  to  repoi't  to  the  Superintendent 
any  delays  made  at  stations,  from  the  want  of  promptness  on'the 
part  of  men  at  the  stations,  in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  or 
from  any  other  cause. 

18.  Conductors  and  engineers  are  required  to  report  promptly 
any  defect  they  may  discover  in  the  track,  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  repairs  of  track. 

19.  Every  engineer,  on  approaching  a  switch,  bridge,  or  street, 
-shall  see  that  all  is  right  before  crossing  it,  and  never  pass  a  sta- 
tion or  an  important  Bridge  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  eight 
miles  per  hour. 

20.  Great  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  killing  cattle  upon 
any  portion  of  the  line. 

21.  All  accidents,  such  as  getting  off  the  track,  breaking  cars, 
killing  cattle,  etc.,  must  be  reported*  on  the  way-bill  of  that  daj'', 
by  the  conductor  of  the  train. 

22.  All  defects  of  cars  or  engines,  must  be  reported  to  the 
superintendent  of  the  machinery. 

23.  By  law,  the  bell  must  be  rung  or  the  whistle  blown  80  rods 
before  crossing  any  road,  and  until  the  train  has  passed. 
Ringing  posts  are  set  at  the  proper  distance. 

24.  Pass  all  I'oads  cautiously,  be  careful  not  to  frighten  horses, 
and  at  Chicago  take  extra  care.  Between  the  signal  post  at  Reu- 
ben street,  and  the  Station,  the  speed  must  nut  exceed  six  miles 
per  hour,  nor  the  whistle  sounded,  except  as  a  necessary  signal 
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to  avoid  accident,  and  the  bell  mast  be  rung  continually  whilst  in 
motion,  within  this  Yumt,  as  speci^ed  in  an  Ordinance  of  the  City. 

25.  Pass  all  important  bridges  carefully  and  at  a  speed  not  ex- 
ceeding 8  miles  per  hour,  with  the'^sh-pan  closed^y 

2ft.  On  approaching  the  draw  bridge  hi  Chicago,  bring  your 
train  to  a  dead  stop,  unless  you  are  sure  the  draw  is  right. 

27.  At  7,  A.  !M.  the  rights  of  all  trains  of  previous  day 
terminate,  and  any  trains  delayed  beyond  tJiat  time,  become 
irregular,  and  must  be  kept  out  of  the  way  of  all  regular  trains.

SIGNALS. 

A  red  flag  by  day  and  a  red  lantern  by  night  when  sicung  on 
the  track,  are  sigxals  of  dagger.  All  signals  violently  given 
also  to  be  considered  '■'■  signals  of  danger.'''' 

A  stationary  red  flag  or  red  lantern  are  considered  signals  of 
caution  and  must  be  approached  AVith  care,  and  the  train  stopped, 
unless  the  cause  of  the  caution  is  known. 

White  lights  or  flags  used  by  s'w  itchmen  indicate  that  all  is 
right ;  but  when  violently  swung  across  the  track,  they  indicate 
danger. 

A  red  flag  by  day,  and  a  red  lantern  by  night,  carried  on  the 
front  of  an  engine,  indicate  that  the  train  or  engine  is  to  be 
followed  by  another.  A  red  flag  by  day  and  a  red  lantern  by 
night,  exhibited  at  a  way  or  flag  station,  indicate  business  with 
the  train. 

The  ringing  of  the  bell  indicates  street  or  road  crossings,  &c. 

One  sound  of  the  whistle  is  a  signal  to  apply  the  brakes. 

Two  sounds  of  the  wiiistle  is  a  signal  to  let  go  the  brakes. 

Three  sounds  of  the  whistle  is  a  signal  to  back. 

One  long  continued  sound  of  the  whistle  indicates  the 
approaching  a  station. 

Several  short  sounds  of  the  whistle  is  a  signal  of  alarm. 

To  notify  the  Engineer  to  stop  his  engine,  swing  a  lantern 
sideways.  To  go  forward,  raise  and  lower  it  perpendicularly. 
To  back,  swing  over  the  head. 
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
